HIGHLIGHTS 

As local school districts continued to consolidate, the number of districts 
dropped by 197 from 16,211 in fall 1977 to 16,014 in fall 1978. 

Approximately 3.9 million professional and nonprofessional full-time- 
equivalent employees served public elementary and secondary day schools in 
the United States in fall 1978. 

Public schools employed nearly 2.2 million full-time-equivalent classroom 
teachers in fall 1978, a slight decrease of 0.4 percent from fall 1977. 

After 7 consecutive years of decline, pupil membership in elementary and 
secondary schools decreased nearly 966,000 or 2 percent from fall 1977 to 
1978 the sharpest drop in a single year within the past decade. 

The number of pupils per teacher decreased from 27.7 in fall 1954 to 19.4 
in fall 1978, the lowest pupil/teacher ratio on record. 

Public high schools graduated 2.8 million students in 1977-78, representing 
75 percent of the grade 9 membership 4 years earlier. 

In 1978-79, public school systems exoected $83.7 billion in revenue receipts 
to operate public elementary and secondary day schools 46 percent from State 
sources, 45 percent from local (including other) sources, 8 percent from 
Federal sources, and 1 percent from intermediate sources. 

Of the estimated $84.9 billion in total public school expenditures for 
1978-79, $74.5 billion was for current expenditures for elementary and second- 
ary day schools, $1.5 billion for current expenditures for other programs, 
$6.4 billion for capital outlay, and $2.5 billion for interest on school debt 



In 1978-79, the estimated current per-pupil expenditure in average daily 
attendance was about $1,900. Based on average daily membership, the estimated 
per-pupil expenditure was $1,780. 

The estimated average annual salary in 1978-79 for classroom teachers, was 
$14,970, and $16,770 for all other professional/educational staff (including 
only curriculum specialists, counselors, library /media specialists, and 
remedial specialists) in public elementary and secondary day schools.

INTRODUCTION 

This report presents the basic education data collected for fall 1978 on 
all free public elementary and secondary day schools in the United States, 
the District of Columbia, and some outlying areas under U.S. jurisdiction. 
National trends since fall 1974 for selected items of information are included 
Basic data for each State or other area include numbers of lo.cal school dis- 
tricts, staff, and pupils in fall 1978 and, for the 1978-79 school year, 
estimated revenue and nonrevenue receipts and school expenditures (including 
average salaries paid to classroom teachers and other professional/education 
staff). Data on the numbers of high school graduates for school year 1977-78 
are also provided. Most of these same data items are also shown for the 20 
cities that ranked highest in total population in the 1970 Census.!/ Data on 
the numbers of public elementary and secondary day schools (CCD Part V School- 
housing Report), which are normally included in this publication series, will 
not be published at this time because of further analysis of data being com- 
pleted by NCES. 

Descriptions of survey procedures and coverage appear in appendix A. The 
report form with accompanying instructions to respondents are reproduced in 
appendix B. 

LOCAL SCHOOL DISTRICTS 

Reorganization, consolidation, and annexation of small units of school 
districts (local basic units) for the past several decades, have led to a 
continuing decline in the number of public school systems in the States. Most 
nonoperating school districts have also been eliminated. The number of school 
districts decreased from 16,211 in fall 1977 to 16,014 in fall 1978, down 1.2 
percent. From fall 1974 to fall 1978, the number of districts decreased by 
556 or 3,4 percent (table 1). 

California, Illinois, Nebraska, and Texas each reported more than 1,000 
school districts, accounting for 26.5 percent of all the districts in the 
Nation (table 2). Among 45 other States reporting school districts, 8 had 
more than 500 but fewer than 1,000, 25 had more than 100 but fewer than 500 3 
and 12 had fewer than 100. Nevada reported the smallest number of districts 
U/;. Hawaii and the District of Columbia were single-school district 
jurisdictions. 

Among 27 States reporting decreases in total number of districts from 
fall 1977 to fall 1978, Texas reported the largest number of decreases (27) 
followed by Nebraska (23) and New York (21). Maine and Mississippi were the 
only States reporting an Increase of 1 school district.

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Of the reported 16,014 school districts, 287 did not operate schools but 
provided services for their pupils by providing tuition for attendance in 
nearby districts. Thus, 15,727 school districts (98.2 percent) actually 
operated schools. Maine and Massachusetts had the largest number of non- 
operating school districts (56 and 42 respectively) . 



STAFF 

In addition to the data collection on the number of full-time-equivalent 
(FTE)2/ classroom teachers begun in fall 1954, the survey was expanded between 
fall 1971 and 1974 to include all other FTE instructional and noninstructional 
staff, both professional and nonprofesslonal. Staff classifications instruc- 
tional and noninstructional, professional, and nonprof essional were based on 
definitions contained in Handbook "L.^J 



Professional and Nonprofessional Staff 

Beginning in fall 1975, data on FTE staff assignment, categorized by sex, 
were collected in four major assignment classifications in accordance with 
Handbook IV .A/ These classifications official/administrative, professional/ 
educational, professional/other, and nonprof essional are more fully described 
in the instructions accompanying the survey report form in appendix B.A' 

The following tabulation summarizes fall 1978 data (table 3) on distribution 
of staff by assignment classification:

Classroom Teachers 

A classroom teacher is defined as "a person employed to instruct pupils in 
a situation where the teacher and the pupils are in the presence of each other " 
The 50 States and the District of Columbia reported approximately 2.2 million 
FTE public elementary and secondary classroom teachers employed in fall 1978 
This number decreased by approximately 9,600 (0.4 percent) since fall 1977 but 
has remained around 2.2 million since 1974 (tables 1, 8, and 9). From fall 
1977 to fall 1978, 18 States and the District of Columbia reported decreases 
in the number of classroom teachers ranging from 0.1 percent in Kentucky and 
North Dakota to 10.7 percent in Massachusetts. The remaining reporting States 
(other than California) reported increases of 0.2 to 7.7 percent. Twenty one 
States, reporting an increased number of teachers also reported a lower number 
of elementary and secondary pupils. See tables 5 and 9 for percent changes. 

PUPILS 
School-Age Population^/ 

From October 1, 1977, to October 1, 1978, the estimated school-age 
population (age 5-17 years, inclusive) decreased from 48, 762,OOOZ/ to 47,736 000, 
a decrease of 1,026,000 (2.1 percent). During the same period, the estimated 
total resident population increased from 216,900,000 to 218,595,000 (0.8 per- 
cent). The total school-age population represented a little less than one-fifth 
of the total population. 

Membership 

About 42.6 million pupils were in membership in public elementary and 
secondary day schools in fall 1978, a decrease of approximately 966,000 (2 2 
percent) from fall 1977 (table 5), the largest decrease since membership began 
to decline in fall 1972. A decrease of approximately 740,000 (1.7 percent) 
occurred between fall 1976 and fall 1977 (table 1). 

Forty-two States and the District of Columbia reported membership decreases 
in fall 1978, ranging from less than 0.05 percent in Alabama to 7.1 percent in 
Massachusetts (table 5). Utah reported the largest increase in membership 2 .4 
percent over fall 1977; 6 other States reported smaller increases ranging from 
0.4 percent to 2.2 percent (table 5). (Fall 1978 membership data were not 
available for Georgia) . 

Tables 1 and 5 present membership according to State and local school 
district practice, by organizational level of the school. For example, pupils 
in grades 7 and 8 were reported at either the elementary or secondary level

depending on the organization of the school (table 7). Because of the declin- 
ing school population in the lower grades, many States have reorganized their 
schools to prevent crowded upper grade and empty lower grade classrooms. Con- 
sequently, the increased elementary and decreased secondary school enrollments 
shown in t ab ie l f or faU 1978 do not reflect student population shlf bufc & 

reclassification of grades previously called secondary as elementary. 

Table 6 shows a standard classification of pupils according to grade level 
arranged within two traditional groupings: elementary (preprimary through 
grade 8) and secondary (grades 9 through 12). Tables A, B, and figure 1 below 
present the trend of pupil membership in public day schools by level and school- 
age population since fall 1954. Total membership increased steadily from fall

Because of the 1978 change in the survey form used to collect grade school 
information, students previously classified as "in special education" and "in 
ungraded/nongraded classes" are now shown together as unclassified. In 1977 
about 1.8 percent of the total number of pupils in membership were classified 
as In special education classes"; in 1978, the total number of elementary and 
secondary pupils in unclassified classes accounted for 3 percent of all pupils. 

STAFFING AND MEMBERSHIP PATTERNS 
Historical Trends 

Despite the continuous decline in pupil membership since 1972, the number 
of teachers continued to increase through 1975 (table 8). Since 1975, the 
reported number of public school teachers has not changed significantly nor 
shown a clear trend either up or down. 

The largest rate of increase in the number of teachers shown in the 
following tabulation occurred during the last half of the 1950 's, then the 
rate declined gradually during the 1960's and was significantly lower during 
the first half of the 1970's.

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Current Pupil/Teacher Ratios 

Table 9 presents data on pupil/teacher ratios by State and outlying areas 
The national pupil/teacher ratios (based on fall membership) have decreased 
from 27.7 pupils per teacher reported for fall 1954 to 19.4 for fall 1978. 
Based on average daily attendance (ADA), the current estimated national ratio 
Is 17.8 pupils per teacher. At both the national and State levels, pupil/ 
teacher ratios have limited value and should be interpreted with caution. 
The average number of pupils per classroom teacher, often used as a measure 
of teacher workload, is not a true indicator since teachers may have duties 
other than teaching. Further, pupil/teacher ratios do not reflect the educa- 
tional services provided in varying degrees by staff outside the classroom. 
The ratios shown in table 9 serve only as rough guidelines in studying the 
State-by-State situation, and more detailed information on other aspects of 
school staffing should be considered in order to make valid judgments about 
teacher workload or educational services provided. 

HIGH SCHOOL GRADUATES 

Approximately 2.8 million public high school students graduated from 
regular day-school programsa very small decrease of nearly 15,000 gradu- 
?n e ?<o' 5 percent) from the Preceding years (table 10). States also reported 
70 168 graduates from all other public school programs (.e.g., evening schools 
and adult education programs) and 283,842 persons receiving high school 
equivalency certificates. (Data were not available for some States on 
graduates of evening or adult education programs or on those receiving high 
school equivalency certificates.) In 1977-78, girls represented 51 percent 
of the total number of graduates from regular public high school programs. 

The retention rate of public high school pupils (measured by the ratio 
of the 1978 pupil high school graduates to the 9th grade class in 1974-1975) 
continues to remain high, although it has declined slightly in recent years. 
The ratio of 1977-78 public high school graduates to students enrolled in the 
9th grade 4 years earlier was slightly lower (73.7 percent) than the similar 
ratio for the 1976-77 graduates (74.7 percent), and much lower than the ratio 
for the 1970-71 graduates (77.8 percent). Whether this decline represents 
a reduction in high school completion rates or other adjustments in public 
school enrollments cannot yet be determined, but it suggests that recent 
public high school classes are less likely to complete school than they were 
during the late 1960 's. Another possibility is that a greater number of 
high school students are receiving a high school equivalency certificate and 
are not reported in these figures. 

ESTIMATED RECEIPTS 

Since fall 1975, the survey has collected an estimated value for revenue 
and nonrevenue receipts by source of funding for the current school year. 
The revenue and nonrevenue receipts estimated by the 50 States and the 
District of Columbia for the school year 1978-79 totaled $86.7 billion

Revenue receipts are additions to assets that do not incur future 
gations, do not represent monetary property exchanges, and are available 
expenditures.

3 from insurance adjustments are included as nonrevenue receipts. Non- 
vue receipts are used chiefly for capital outlay. Total estimated 
Avenue receipts for 1978-79 were reported to be $3.0 billion, or 3.5 percent 
Dtal receipts (tables 11 and 12). 



ESTIMATED EXPENDITURES 
L Expenditures 

Cotal estimated expenditures for all public school purposes in 1978-79 
ited to $84.9 billion (table 14). Included in the total were current 
iditures for elementary and secondary day schools ($74.5 billion) and for 
- programs ($1.5 billion), capital outlay ($6.4 billion), and payment of 
rest on debt ($2.5 billion) (table 14). Debt retirement was not included,

Average Salaries of Classroom Teachers and Other Professional/Educational Staff 

For the United States, the estimated average annual salary of classroom 
teachers in 1978-79 was $14,970 (table 14). Among the States, teachers' 
average salaries differed widely, ranging from $11,101 for Mississippi to 
$19,488 for the District of Columbia, The distribution of average salaries 
for 47 reporting States is as follows:

The 1978-79 estimated average annual salary of the other professional/ 
educational staff (curriculum specialists, counselors, library /media specialists, 
and remedial specialists only) was $16,770. The national average salary was 
computed on the basis of information provided by 38 States and the District of 
Columbia and on estimates imputed by NCES for the 4 nonreporting States (Alaska, 
Georgia, Illinois, and Wisconsin) and for 6 States who indicated that the data 
were not available. Among the reporting States, New York had the highest 
average salary, $23,800, followed by $22,516 for Massachusetts and $20,231 for 
Hawaii. The lowest salary, $11,448, was reported by Arkansas. The remaining 
States and the District of Columbia reported average salaries raneine from 
$12,331 to $19,631. 



LARGE CITIES DATA 

The problems of the Nation's large city schools have been receiving 
increasing attention in recent years. Since 1962, States with one or more of 
the 15 cities with the highest total population in the 1960 Decennial Census 
had been requested to furnish separate data for the fall survey. Then, in 
fall 1971, the number of cities was expanded to the 20 with the largest popula- 
tions in the 1970 census. One of these cities, Washington, D.C., has always 
been included in this survey, as In other national surveys that cover all 
State jurisdictions. Data for the other 19 cities were obtained from the 15 
States in which they are located. At the time of the 1970 Decennial Census 
(April 1970), the combined population of the 20 largest cities, ranged from 
581,562 in Phoenix to 7.9 million in New York, and comprised approximately 
one-seventh (14.1 percent) of the total population of the United States. 
Reported data for each of these cities appear in tables 16 through 24. 

A total of 381,334 FTE employees, professional and nonprofessional, were 
reported serving public elementary and secondary schools in the 20 largest 
cities in fall 1978. This amount represents 9.8 percent of the total reported 
for the Nation. Phoenix, Arizona, reported only a partial amount of their staff 
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and Los Angeles, San Diego, and San Francisco, California, reported staff for 
fall 1977 in lieu of fall 1978. Among the classifications of staff discussed 
earlier, the 381,344 large-city employees (table 16) were composed of 13,648 
official/administrative staff (8.6 percent of the national total), 215,403 
professional/educational staff (9.2 percent), 8,881 other professional staff 
(10.6 percent), and 143,402 nonprofessional staff (10.9 percent). 

The number of FTE classroom teachers reported in fall 1978 for the cities 
totaled 210,680, or 9.6 percent of the national total. This figure represents 
a gain of 1.8 percent over fall 1977 (table 19). 

These same 20 cities had 4.2 million pupils in membership, or 10 percent 
of the total Nation's public school pupils in fall 1978 (table 17). Total 
membership reported for the cities in fall 1978 declined by 1.9 percent from 
the number reported in fall 1977. Consistent with the decrease in public 
school membership for the Nation as a whole, 19 cities reported decreases 
ranging from nearly 1 percent in Memphis, Tennessee, to 9 percent in Cleveland, 
Ohio. Los Angeles reported an increase of 13.5 percent possibly due to under- 
reported estimates furnished by reporting jurisdiction in fall 1977. Propor- 
tionately, membership for these cities decreased more than twice as fast as the 
total national membership as a whole in fall 1977--2.8 percent compared to 
1.3 percent. However, a smaller decrease was reported for the cities in fall 
19781.9 percent compared to 2.2 percent for the Nation. Despite the member- 
ship decline in these cities, the data indicate that employment of classroom 
teachers increased by 1.8 percent over the previous year, while the Nation 
reported a decrease of 0.4 percent (table 19). 

There was little difference between city and national pupil/ teacher ratios. 
Pupil/teacher ratios based upon average daily attendance were almost equal for 
both the cities and the Nation 17.5 and 17.8 respectively; ratios based on 
average daily membership were the same. Pupil/teacher ratios based on overall 
membership were 19.4 for the Nation and 20.1 for cities (table 19). 

The cities anticipated receiving from Federal, State, intermediate, and 
local sources an estimated $9.9 billion (revenue and nonrevenue receipts) to 
operate public elementary and secondary public schools for the school year 
1978-79 (table 21). Of this amount, revenue receipts totaled $9.7 billion, 
including $1.1 billion from Federal, $4.3 billion from State, $222 million from 
intermediate, $4.1 billion' from local sources and $30 million from other sources 
Nonrevenue receipts were estimated to be $208 million. City percent distri- 
butions of receipts by source approximated those for the United States except 
for revenue from Federal sources, (table 20). Large cities received 15.5 
percent of the national total of Federal revenues although they accounted for 
only 10 percent of the students. 

The cities expected to spend an estimated $9.9 billion for public school 
purposes for the 1978-79 school year (table 23). Of this amount, an estimated 
$8.8 billion (89.4 percent) would be spent for current expenditures (expenses 
for day-to-day operation of public elementary and secondary day schools). For 
other programs operated by local school districts, current expenditures are 
expected to be $253 million (2.6 percent of total). Included in the estimated 
total expenditures are $537 million for capital outlay (5.4 percent) and $259 
million for school indebtedness (2.6 percent of the total). Proportionately, 
city distributions of expenditures nearly approximated those reported for the 
United States. 



Estimated annual current expenditure per pupil in average daily membership 
for school year 1978-79 was $2,123 for the cities (computed on the basis of 12 
jurisdictions only who reported average daily membership) compared to $1,780 for 
the Nation. City annual current expenditure per pupil in average daily attendance 
based on 17 reporting jurisdictions who reported average daily attendance) was 
$2,375 compared to $1,900 for the Nation. 

Estimated average salary for classroom teachers in the cities (computed on 
the basis of 17 reporting jurisdictions) was $17,848 compared to $14,970 for the 
United States. Detroit, New York, Philadelphia, San Francisco, and the District 
of Columbia reported estimated average teachers 1 salaries in excess of $19,000, 
but not^exceeding $20,000. Dallas, Houston, Indianapolis, Memphis, New Orleans, 
St. Louis, and San Antonio reported estimated average teachers' salaries below 
the national average. 

The city average annual salary of the other professional/educational staff 
f u I? } com P uted on the basis of 10 reporting jurisdictions) was estimated 
to be 920,154 while the average for the Nation was $16,770. Nine cities reported 
average estimated salaries for these staff members ranging from $17,174 to 
?22,400. Only one city reported an estimated salary below the national average.

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APPENDIX A 
NATURE AND CONDUCT OF THE SURVEY 

For the 25th consecutive year a fall survey of public elementary and 
secondary day schools has been conducted, first by the U.S. Office of Education 
and now by the National Center for Education Statistics (NCES) , assisted by 
education officials in the 50 States, the District of Columbia, and the outlying 
areas. This fall 1978 report is the latest in the annual series of fall statis- 
tics on public day schools dating from fall 1954. 

The survey began with the collection of data on the number of pupils and 
staff in the public school system. Before the 1971 survey, statistics only 
on classroom teachers (in full-time equivalents) were collected. The survey 
was expanded in fall 1971 and continued until fall 1974 to include total instruc- 
tional and noninstructional staff, both professional and nonprofessional. In 
fall 1975, information on all staff was collected in four major classif ications 
by sex in accordance with Handbook IV, Staff Accounting. Also included are 
estimated revenue and nonrevenue receipts by source, expenditures by major 
purpose, average salaries of classroom teachers and other professional educa- 
tional staff, estimated average daily attendance, and average daily membership. 
Data are included on the numbers of local school districts, operating and non- 
operating extracted from the U.S. Department of Health, Education and Welfare, 
NCES Fall 1980 Local Education Agency Directory File (unpublished data) . Data 
are also included on the number of high school graduates for 1977-78. 

To the extent available, data are shown for each State and the District of 
Columbia, and estimates for missing data are included in the national totals 
and averages. Data are also shown for Guam, Puerto Rico, and Virgin Islands, 
and the Commonwealth of the Northern Marianas. Data for American Samoa and 
Department of Defense overseas schools were not received. 

This survey also provides information on the school systems located In the 20 
largest cities that ranked highest in total population according to the 1970 
census. Data for Washington, D.C. are shown in both State and large city list- 
ings. Data shown for Phoenix, Arizona, are for all schools located in the city 
limits of Phoenix, not just for those in Phoenix Elementary and Phoenix Union 
High School districts. 

Statistics for the outlying areas are shown separately and are not included 
in the national totals. In several tables, national and State totals for fall 
1977 are provided for comparison. Some of the data differ from those originally 
published in the 1977-78 school year report' because more complete data became 
available after the report was issued.

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The data in this report were furnished by the State education agencies on 
three report forms designed by NOES (appendix B) . Common Core of Data (CCD) 
part IV deals with pupil membership and staff; part V with number of schools by 
type (not included in this year); and part II with current-year estimates of 
revenues, expenditures, average salaries, average daily attendance, and average 
daily membership. Copies of these survey reporting forms are shown in appendix B, 

Each State report was reviewed for internal consistency and for 
comparability with information received in previous surveys, State pub- 
lications, and related NCES studies. Letters and telephone calls were used, 
when necessary, to obtain data from respondents and to resolve questions. 

As In any survey that employs the mail questionnaire, interpretation of 
instructions and definitions may vary among respondents. Because public 
elementary and secondary education is a State and local responsibility, any 
statistical total for the Nation as a whole reflects a composite of the 
different reporting practices in the States. The use of standard forms and 
definitions in collecting data tends to minimize these variations. To the 
extent that State deviations from prescribed definitions and instructions 
were known, they are indicated in the footnotes to the various tables. 

NCES encouraged each State to obtain the data for its report by conducting 
a fall survey of local school districts with adaptations of the Federal forms 
and accompanying instructions. Many of the States did so, although some 
found this approach impractical for a variety of reasons (e.g., funds and 
staff are not available for conducting the survey or similar data for a recent 
period may already be available at the State level). Some States collected 
the data from regular annual reports, and a few submitted estimates based 
primarily on records. Financial estimates for 1978-79 were prepared in the 
State offices, generally without recourse to survey efforts. State appropria- 
tion records and budgets filed by local school districts served as bases for 
most of these estimates. 

Some of the data shown in the basic tables may not agree exactly with 
similar data reported in other NCES publications. Different reporting dates 
for various surveys may have caused slight variations in published data. 

In most cases, data reported by the State and Territorial departments 
of education were based on actual surveys or other reasonable, reliable sources 
of information. Also, the figures in this report contain some estimates made 
by reporting jurisdictions or imputations made by NCES for nonreportlng 
entities.

b. In estimating expenditure data, include disbursements from all funds 
(general fund, debt service fund, etc.) and from all sources (local and 
county, State and Federal). Estimated expenditures should be rounded to 
thousands of dollars. 

NOTE: Estimated receipts and expenditures are to be reported only for the 
operation of local education agencies. Monies to be expended by State 
Board of Education and State Department of Education for or on behalf of 
LEAs are not to be included. Such data are to be reported in Common Core 
of Data - Part VI I .' 

Revenue and Nonrevenue Receipts 

Revenue receipts are additions to assets which do not Incur an obligation 
that must be met at some future date, do not represent exchanges of property 
for money, and are available for expenditure. State contributions to 
retirement systems, pension funds, and social security are not to be 
Included. Do not include monies that support or aid in expenditures for 
vocational rehabilitation and salaries of personnel for supplementary 
services such as State libraries and State museums, teacher retirement, 
teacher placements, etc.
